Pride through the aisles of the store and 
through the rooms of the young man's 
home, its he says: "Mother these goods, 
they will soon all be mine. These pictures 
upon the walls, and those carpets upon 
the floor, those dishes in the closest, they 
shall soon all be mine, and 1 will make 
the young man drop his life insurance 
policy when he dies. I will literally strip 
his widow of everything. Aha, that young 
man did not realize what a keen, shrewd, 
far-seeing.satanio planner I could be when 
I told him to increase his outao over his 
financial income. I am well worthy to be 
called thy child, mother; I carry misery 
and woe wherever I go." 


Such is nearly always the outcome, of 


every man's life, when pride and debt go 
hand in hand, and are allowed to sit down 
by the domestic fireside.

DEATH OF MR. DDBOIS. 


Doylestown has lost another respected 


citizen and prominent memoer of the Bar 
in the death of John L. DuBoie, Esq., who 
passed away after a month's illness last 
Fiiday noon, aged 71 years. Mr. DuBois 
was born in Doylestown, April 16. 1832, 
and was a son of Charles E. and Mary L. 
DuBois, tbe former a native of Buck, 
county, and the latter of Christiana, Del. 
The DuBois family came from France 
about two hundred years ago and settled- 
near Kingston, N. Y. 
They were Hugue- 


nots. 
Uriah DuBois, grandfather of the 


deceased, was u minister and founded tbe 
Presbyterian church at Doylestown, in 
1804. He was its pastor until his death, 
which occurred in 1820. The father of the 
deceased, Charles E. DuBois, was a prom- 
inent member of the Bar. 
Mr. DuBois 


was admitted to the Bar in 1850 and en- 
joyed a large Orphans' Court practice. He 
was a public-spirited citizen, at ono time 
President of Town Council and at the 
time of his death Secretary of the Doyles- 
town Improvement Company, Director of 
tha 
National Bank. Treasurer of tfie 


Cemetery Company and President of the 
Bar Association. Fer more than 30 years 
he was 
an Elder in the Presbyterian 


church and Superintendent of the Sunday 
school. In politics he was a staunch Re- 
publican. 
He is survived by his wife, 


who was Miss Emma Rex, of Montgomery 
county, and a son, John L. DuBois, Jr., 
who was his father's law partner.

funeral look piece at his late residence on 
Court street at 11 o'clock Monday room- 
ing. It was preceded by a meeting of the 
Bar Association at which deserved tribute 
was paid to the memory of the deceased 
in resolutions and remarks by the mem- 
bets of the Bar, who attended the funeral 
in a body.

COURT PROCEEDINGS. 


Tho regular term of February criminal 


court convened on Monday with about 30 
cases on the District Attorney's list. Ow- 
ing to tbe funeral of John L. DuBois, 
Esq., President of the Bar Association, 
which took place at eleven o'clock, court 
adjourned immediately after Judge Yerkea 
had addressed 'he Grand Jury. 
Aaron F. 


Stover, of Quakertown, was appointed 
foreman of the Grand Jury. 
In his ad- 


dress to the Grand Jury the Court took 
occasion to refer to the returns of some of 
the Constables concerning the conditions 
of the public roads and stated that there 
should be considered the difficulty of 
keeping the roads in good order at this 
season of tbe year as what would be con- 
sidered a nuisance in a town or city could 
not, under tbe ciieumstanees, be described 
as such in rural districts. 


The first matter taken up when court 


convened in the afternoon was an opinion 
in the matter of tne petition of Sneriff 
Smith seeking the Court's approval of his 
appointment of keepers at tbe county 
prison. It will be remembered that when 
Sheriff Smith announced his appointments 
the Court called attention to an Act of 
Assembly approved ft11899, providing for 
the creation of a Prison Board, consisting 
of the Court, County Commissioners and 
Sheriff and having authority to employ 
deputies and general supervioion of the 
prison and inmates. It has been the 
custom for the Sheriff to appoint his keep- 
ers as authorized under the Act of 1790, 
and the question arose as to whether tho 
later act repealed that section of tbe first 
act authorizing the Sheriff to make euch 
appointments. 


In the opinion the Court states that it 


seema pretty clear that the Act of 1899 
was intended to supply the former provi- 
sions of tbe law of 1790 and conflicts with 
it, and therefore repeals it by implication. 
If the new act stands there is no power in 
the Court to approve the Sheriff's appoint- 
ments nor is there power in him to make 
them. But it is urged for the Sheriff that 
the Act of 1899 must fall because of the 
defect in its title. 


The opiniou then quotes various provi- 


sions of the act including the employment 
of prisoners and the expenditure of money 
in carrying out the duties of the Prison 
Board. Those sections creating a Prison 
Board, 
says the opinion, and assigning 


certain officers to it and conferring upon 
it the extraordinary power to expend out 
of the county treasury public money irre- 
spective of the approval of the Commis- 
sioners or Treasurer, certainly treat of 
subjects other than the employment of 
prisoners. 
Therefore, thn examination 


of tbe body of the act reveals more than 
one subject and.the subject expressed in 
the title tends to mislead as to tbe real 
subject. 
While it is not necessary that 


the title should bn a complete index of tbe 
contents of the act, it should fairly give 
notice of its subject so as reasonably to 
lead to and not tend to avert an inquiry 
into its body. 
After citing a number of 


decisions on this point the opinion adds 
that the act commits the greater offense 
of assigning .the Judge to a Board whose 
official acts'and misconduct and even 
crimes must bo liable to investigation and 
trial by the Court over which he presides. 
Nothing could afford a stronger illustra- 
tion of the weakness of this legislation. 
We have, therefore, UjSJted argument and 
carefully examined a?f|*ave reached the 
conclusion that it is uflwise, impolitic and 
unconstitutional legislation. 


The Court then approved the appoint- 


ments of the Sheriff as empowered by the 
Act of 1790 by making the following 
order: 


And now to wit, February 23d, 1903, the 


appointment of Elmer E. Stout, as head 
keeper of the county jail.and of Bromley 
F. Holden, as nnderkeeper of the said jail, 
is approved, and tbe wages of the said El- 
mer E. Stout are ascertained and fixed at 
$65 per month, and of said Bromley Hold- 
en at $45 per month, the appointments to 
take effect April 1, 1903.

Pasteur, the great 
French 
savant, 


founder of the sciences of bacteriology 
and preventive medicine, proved in the 
first place that the epidemic diseases are 
due to minute living organisms, plants 
and animals, and that for each definite 
disease there IB a specific micro-organism.

Its cells react against the poisons intro- 
duced and a struggle ensues,* the end of 
which is life, or death, the fighting being 
purposeful and definite. The body cells 
secrete a specific chemical body which has 
the power of neutralizing or rendering 
harmless the particular toxin introduced. 
This antidote to the poisonous toxin we 
all the anti-toxin. 
When a man recovers 


trom an attack of imall-pox, it is because 
his anti-toxins have proved too strong for 
the toxins of the diseiise, and his after Im- 
munity, it seems probable, ie due to the 
persistence within his body of the anti- 
toxins once produced.—0. B. A. Winslow 
in Atlantic.

Therefore I am 
willing to make you a present of this 
copy, though I value It highly, for I 
paid a good price for It."

>roprietor will say, "I shall consider 
myself eternally your debtor if you 
will make me a present of 
," nam- 


ing a certain sum. If you think the 
price too high, you may bargain with 
lira, but you must take care not- to 
make the slightest allusion to the copy 
of the Koran In your pocket, for in dis- 
posing of it the proprietor has clearly 
Broken the law, and it would not be 
rood policy for you to remind him of 
that fact

The Motion of a Swimming FUIi 
One of the most recent application 


of chrono photography—by which 
meant photography applied by mean 
of a series of short and rapid exposure 
to the representation of moving object 
In successive positions—has been de- 
vised in France for the study of the 
swimming motions of fish. A rayflsh 
was chosen as the subject of investiga- 
tion, and the successive photographs 
were taken at intervals of one-tenth 
of a second. They show completely 
the movement of the fins and present 
a similarity to the photographs that 
have been obtained of the motions ol 
the wings of a flying bird. 


The swimming action begins with a 


lifting of tbe front part of tbe fin. 
This lifting motion runs rapidly back- 
ward along the fin, the front part being 
In the meantime depressed once more, 
and just before the motion ceases at 
the tall the movement recommences at 
Ihe front end of the fln. 


WMP'I Method of Attack. 


Belt in his "Naturalist In Nicaragua" 


draws attention to the methods of at- 
tack used by different species of wasps. 
One, accustomed to animals and not to 
man, 
takes care to crawl down the out- 


standing hairs to the ekin before in- 
serting its sting, while others which 
live in the midst of human dwellings 
fly straight at a man's face. The first 
species, true-to inherited Instinct, when 
U attacks unfamiliar human beings at- 
taches Itself to their hair or their 
beards. But tbere must have been a 
time when the second species discov- 
ered that tbe face was the vulnerable 
part, and the discovery was the out- 
come of the action of brain. 


Red Color In Buttle. 


The number of soldiers slain in battle 


depends a great deal on the color of 
their uniforms.
